A fall ‘eléttion to create a 


Madison County health district 
is the goal of a group of citi- 
zens who met Thursday evening 
at SIU-SW. 

Conferring with Forrest Nel- 
son, Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health consultant, the 
group discussed circulating pe- 
titions in June and submitting 
them in September for a Nov, 7 
referendum. Dr, Leo Roman of 
Granite City is temporary 
chairman of the health group, 
with Raleigh Freeman of Madi 
son as co-chairman. 

The gathering of 20 concluded 
that a health district is needed 
to achieve better and more uni- 
form health care in the county. 
Counties with 100,000 or more 
residents have had the option to 
form such a district since 1943. 

It was ‘said that a_ district 
could be helpful in alleviating 
the shortage of medical doctors, 
4s well as spotlighting medical 
problems needing attention and 
coordinating efforts to solve 
health needs.

The agreement says the cu 
rent engineering program, which 
includes. more than 250 SIU-SW 
students, will be funded in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 
from internal University re- 
sources, primarily money taken 
from lower priority programs. 
The Board of Higher Education 
had voted Jan. 4 to eliminate 
the SIU-SW engineering pro- 
gram at what it termed a sav- 
ings of $222,726. 

Approval Not Required 

An objection of the Board of 
Higher Education to the engi- 
neering program is that the SIU 
Board of Trustees never sub- 
mitted the program on the 
Southwestern campus for BHE 
approval.

Miles Laboratories, Inc., on 
Friday announced its intent to 
discontinue operations at its 
Granite City wet milling facility 
effective March 31. The com- 
pany also announced that an 
agreement had been reached 
with Corn Sweeteners, Inc. Ce- 
dar Rapids, Ia., whereby the 
company will purchase certain 
assets other than the Granite 
City plant and will assume 
Miles’ supply contracts extend- 
ing beyond ‘that date. 

In making the announce- 
ment, Miles said a special 
non-recurring charge willbe 
made against 1971 operating 
results. The special charge 
is expected to be approxi- 
mately $7,000,000 on an 
after-tax basis, equal to ap- 
proximately $1.32 per share. 
In January, the company an- 

nounced preliminary earnings 
of $11,950,000 or $2.25 per share 
from last year’s operations 
which did not reflect the special 
charge. 

In making the announcement, 
Walter Ames Compton, M.D., 
president and chief executive 
officer of Miles Laboratories, 
Inc., said, “The company has 
a strong interest and technical 
background in developments. in 
the carbohydrate field. 

“It will continue that interest. 

“It is not feasible for us 
to operate the Granite City 
plant, a single mill facility, 
under present marketing 
conditions which persist in 
the industry, environmental 
requirements and proposals, 
and the advent of new, 
modern milling facilities. 
This decision concerning the 

Granite City plant does not af- 
fect Miles’ corn wet milling and 
refining operations and other. 
carbohydrate chemistry pro- 
grams elsewhere in the world.”” 

Miles also said that it has 
made arrangements with Corn 
Sweeteners, Inc., for that com- 
pany to conduct an engineering 
and economic study of the Gran- 
ite City plant, its facilities, its 
product lines and future mar- 
ket conditions to determine if 
it is feasible for Corn. Sweeten- 
ers to operate the plant. 

Corn Sweeteners is one of the 
newest corn wet milling opera- 
tions in the industry. 

The local plant has been op- 
erated with a staff of 500 under 
the direction of B. J. “Bud” 
Hunter, vice-president of union 
milling operations of the Mar- 
schall Division. The division, 
headed by R. .B. Kocher, is 
based in Elkhart, Ind., head- 
quarters of Miles Laboratories. 

At the time the plant was ac- 
quired by Miles five years ago, 
a Union Division was created, 
with Granite City designated as 
the division’s world headquar- 
ters and J. S. Michael Dash- 
president. Land was 
acquired on Federal Aid Route 
151, the Great River Road, for 
proposed construction of addi- 
tional offices. 

When the plant’s competitive 
position changed, plans for the 


building project were dropped 
and the division was merged 
into the Marschall Division. 
Dashwood became a corporate 
vice-president and currently is 
a part of Miles’ international 
division. 

There. are many _long- 
service hourly employes, 
and the salaried personnel 
average 12 years with Miles 
or with the plant. 

Although a bitter 208-day 
strike occurred in 1965-66 
against the former owner, the 
Union Starch & Refining Co., 
the relationship between labor 
and management has improved 
markedly since then and a 
spokesman cites “excellent co- 
operation” is seeking to make 
the ‘plant productive and effi- 
cient. 

The plant has capacity to 
process about 35,000 bushels of 
corn for food products. 

Additional information, com- 
piled by the Press-Record on 
the plant closing decision fol- 
lows: 

WHO IS AFFECTED—Virtu- 
ally all employes of the Union 
Milling Operations plant of the 
Marschall Division of Miles 
laboratories. The present staff 
consists of 322 hourly workers 
and about 175 salaried em- 
ployes. The 322 include 165 
production workers and 100 
mechanics, plus service staffs. 


The hourly staff consists of 


guards represented by the Unit-' 


ed Plant Guard Workers of 
America and production and 
maintenancef workers represent- 
ed by Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers Local 7-663. 

‘An exception to the March 31 
closing is the caramel depart- 
ment which will operate for an 
indefinite period: ertainly un- 
til July.” Its continuation. by 
the Corn Sweeteners firm is 
considered a possibility. An es- 
timated 10 to 15 jobs are in- 
volved. 

NEW JOB PROSPECTS 
Miles Laboratories is _handi- 
capped in relocating Granite 
City employes because it has 
no expansion programs in prog- 
ress at present. It plans three 
programs to help provide. need- 
ed jobs: . 

1. Leonard Conches,~ indus- 
trial relations director at the 
plant, will: coordinate contacts 
with Paul Campbell of Elkhart, 
Miles vice-president for human 
resources, to enable local em- 
ployes to seek any positions 
which may be available else- 
where in the company. 

2. Miles will contact other 
employers, community groups 
and employment services in 
seeking non-Miles jobs for those 
out of work. 

3. The company will develop 
a “fair and comprehensive sep- 
aration program,” — including 


severance allowances arm pen- 


sion and insurance adjustments. 

Although production will con- 
tinue at about normal levels 
until the end of March, part of 
the time will be devoted , to 
counseling individuals and 


small groups on their financial 
and job options. 

REASONS FOR CLOSING — 

Instead of a purchase price 
of $6 per 100 pounds of corn 
syrup products several years 
ago, the plant has been selling 
such products at $3.70,in an ef- 
fort to meet competition. 

The Union Starch & Refining 
Co. operated profitably here un- 
til the mid-1960s, when  con- 
struction of more modern 
plants elsewhere began to re- 
duce the price at which corn 
products could be competitively 
sold. . 

This has caused deficits here 
for several. years. ‘In compari- 
son. with other plants in the 
corn milling industry, the local 
plant requires too many work- 
men to operate its equipment. 

The caramel department is to 
remain in operation at least un- 
til July and may be continued 
on an indefinite basis, it was 
explained Friday. 

No decision has been made 
regarding the future of the for- 
mer Cargill elevator owned by 
Miles, Situated on Cargill Road 
south of Pontoon Road, the ele- 
vator is filled with corn at pres- 
ent. 

The Miles Laboratories plant 
in Granite City scheduled to 
close on March 31 has a history 
dating back 69 years. 

The corn refining. mill was 
owned and operated by the Un- 
ion Starch and Refining Co. 
from 1922 to 1967, at which time 
it was acquired by Miles. 

The plant was built by the 
St. Louis Syrup and Preserving 
Co. in 1903 for manufacture of 
corn syrup.. Its grind capacity 
was .12,000 bushels daily. 

In 1907, the Corn Products 
Refining Co., with its chain of 
corn grinding plants throughout 
the Midwest, purchased the 
Granite City plant and manu- 
factured ‘Karo, the Spread for 
Daily Bread.” The plant went 
to a nine-hour working day in 
1918. 

The plant was sold in 1919 to 
the Best-Clymer Co. and was 
operated for three years as the 
Temptor Corn” Products Co. 
The operation proved unsuc- 
cessful and in February 1922 
the plant was sold to Union 
Starch. 

Union Starch was a company 
founded in Edinburgh, Ind., 
near Columbus, in April 1904 
by Joseph I Irwin and his son, 
William G. Irwin. 

Their plant opened 1904 
with a grind capac 500 
bushels and was up to 5,000- 
bushel capacity in two-years. 

Transfer to Local Area 

In 1922, when Union Starch 
transferred its entire operations 
to Granite City, products were 
dry starch for household and 
other uses, corn syrup, Pennant 
brand table syrup, corn sugar, 
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American Wheel- »

Tuition and other charges

Cougar Cagers Split 
Two Games on Road 


There’s two more games on 
the Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern basketball sched- 
ule and two victories would 
give the Cougar cagers of 
Coach Jim Dudley a rather sad 
6-20 record. 

The Cougars will be at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., Thursday night 
to play the Indians of Southeast 
Missouri State, who are 12-9 
for the season, and on Saturday 
they will close out their cam- 
at home with Indiana 
State University of Evansville 
furnishing the competition. It 
will be first meetings for all 
three schools. 

On the long bus ride back 
Sunday morning from the town 
that made beer famous where 
the Cougars had dropped a 
thriller, 83-71, to the University 
of Wisconsin, Milwaukee, Sat- 
urday night, Coach Dudley and 
his two assistants, Ed Bigham 
and John Martin, weren’t as 
downhearted as one would 
think as they reviewed SIU- 
SW’s 4-20 season. 

‘Except for two short defen- 
sive lapses,” sighed Dudley, 
whose team had trailed Mil- 
waukee by only six points at 
the half, 36-42, ‘We could have 
beat them.” 

He ticked them off: the three 
straight UWM three-point plays 
in less than two minutes mid- 
way in the first half and the 
three quick baskets (in 53 sec- 
onds) ‘by little (5-10) guard 
Harold Lee, beginning the sec- 
ond half. 

15 Points 

“There's 15 points for them 
in which we didn’t score,” said 
Dudley, shaking his head. In 
the two schools’ first meeting, 
Dec. 9, UWM beat SIU-SW, 
97-85, at Edwardsville. 

In the victory over the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Chicago 
Friday night it was Denny 
Throneburg's deadly accuracy 
from outside which paced the 
Cougars. He finished with a 
game high 31 points. 

Against Milwaukee, Throne- 
burg’s running mate, Tony 
Johnson, paced the Cougars 
with 24 points, second only to 
the winners’ Henry Davis, who 
made 27. Davis’ 27 points was 
21 over 21-game average. Said 
the Panthers’ coach, Charles 
Parsley: “If Davis doesn’t 
come up with the best game of 
his career, Southern would 
have beaten us.” 

Parsley’s team, now 13-9 for 
the season, has captured a 
growing and noisy following in 
the basketball crazy town of 
Milwaukee, competing for the 
attention of cage fans nuts 
about the Bucks and Mar- 
quette. In UWM’s six-point loss: 
to Creighton Thursday night at 
the Arena, the Panthers drew 
more than 8,000 fans.

Gitcho Top Contender 
For NCAA Mat Crown 


With an impressive list of 
victories behind him, Jan 
Gitcho, Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity - Southwestern’s contender 
for a national wrestling cham- 
pionship is not resting on his 
laurels, ‘He and his Cougar 
teammates are 8-1. 

Wrestling in the 126-pound 
weight class, Gitcho has a 20-2 
record this season. Both losses 
were to defending university di- 
vision champiom Yoshire Fujita 
of Oklahoma State. 

“If things go right I should 
be able to get the job done,” 
said Gitcho, with reference to 
winning the NCAA college di- 
vision championship ot be held 
at Oswego, N. Y. the first week 
of March. 

Inserting a hedge on his pre- 
diction, Gitcho explained, ‘‘How- 
ever, you never know about 
wrestling because so many 
things can go wrong at the 
finals. 1 don’t get cocky until 
the match is over and I've 
won.” ; 

Cocky Season 

Gitcho has a lot to be cocky 
about this season. He has al- 
ready defeated the defending 
NCAA college division cham- 
pion,, the defending NCAA uni- 
versity division finalist and fin- 
ished ahead of university divi- 
sion national contenders at an 
open tournament held in Chi- 
cago last December. 

Wrestling Coach Larry Kris- 
toff adamantly claims Gitcho 
will be seeded number one in 
his weight class at the national 
tourney. If he succeeds in fin- 
ishing in the top four, then he 
is eligible for the university di- 
vision tournament and possibly 
another bout with Fujita. 

“Jan has tremendous ability. 
He has good balance and is 
very quick,” Kristoff says, 
“and has everything going for 
him this year.” 

Following an outstanding sen- 
ior season at Granite City High 
School where he won 36 of 37 
matches, Gitcho entered South- 
ern Illinois University at Car- 
bondale, but transferred here 
after his sophomore year. 

Easy Going Style 

“I met Coach Kristoff, liked 
his easy going style and decided 
to come here,” Gitcho said. 
After sitting out a year, Gitcho 
returned to the mat last season 
and lost in the nationals when 
he cut his weight to wrestle in 
the 118-pound class. 

“I cut too much and just died 
out there,” he said. “I was just 
as if I'd never been in shape. 
When you lose weight in wres- 
tling it saps your strength, en- 
durance and ‘stamina, and you 
don’t know where you’re most 
eefficient,”” Gitcho said. 

What he considered a bad 
mistake. last year has not been 
repeated this season. “I’ve 
wrestled only at 126 pounds this 
year and the only hang-up I’ve 
had is staying in shape. This is 
my last chance and I have to 
really work hard to be in shape 
for the tournament.” 

After the final two dual meets 
against Northeast Missouri 
State and Eastern Illinois Uni- 
versity, Gitcho will have a two- 
week layoff prior to the na- 
tionals. 

Work Doubly Hard 

“Because the nationals are 
eight-minute matches instead of 
the regular six-minute dual 
meets, I'll have to work doubly 
hard to compensate’ for the lay- 
off and extra two minutes on 
the mat,” he explained. 

Gitche intends to prepare for 
the tournament similar to dual 
meets by wrestling in heavier 
weight classes in practice. “Last 
year I pampered myself and 
was afraid of wrestling guys 
bigger than me for fear of get- 


ting hurt. I decided not to do 
that this season. 

“Therefore, I’m used to hold- 
ing on to guys bigger than me 
so once I get a little guy on 
the mat it is much easier to 
hold onto him,” he said. 

By retaining his hold the end 
result, is “riding time’ points, 
which are points a wrestler can 
earn for not allowing his op- 
ponent to escape his hold. 


“I’ve always been real strong 
on’ takedowns but this year the 
riding tim® has helped so I 
feel equally strong in most 
facets of my performance,” he 
said. 

Does he want to pursue wres- 
tling after his college career 
ends? “J’m not sure because I 
don’t know a whole lot about 
it yet. 1 do know that wrestling 
free style you only get points 
for takedowns, which has been 
my strong point,. so I'll defi- 
nitely consider trying out,” he 
said.

Dr. Stanley F, Maer, Granite 
City optometrist, has returned 
from Kansag City where he at- 
tended the annual congress of 
the Heart of America Contact 
Lens Association. 


The Association is composed 
of Contact Lens Specialists 
from six midwestern states. 
The new “soft” contact lens 
was the main topic discussed by 
lecturers from leading Univer- 
sities and Research Investiga- 
tors from the United States and 
Germany. 

The consensus of opinion of 
these experts was that although 
the .new jens exhibits. great 
promise due to the comfort it 
provides, extreme caution 
should be taken begause of the 
many problems concerning con- 
‘tamination of the eye by the 
porous material, the fragility of 
the lens, and the fact that dif- 
ficulty exists in providing good 
vision through the lens avail- 
able at the present time. 


Dr. Maer who has served as 
a director of the Contact Lens 
Association suggested persons 
considering the use of the new 
lens wait until sufficient time 
has been given to develop dif- 
ferent methods of sterilization, 
improved durability of the ma- 
terials used, and the ability to 
provide good visual acuity. 


“A competent practitioner can 
fit approximately 90 to 95% of 
those desiring to wear contact 
jens with the solid lens being 
used at the present time,” ac- 
cording to Dr. Maer. The big 
difference is the instant com- 
fort of the soft lens, while the 
solid lens required a longer 
adaption period, hé said, 


Damage to Car, Home 
May Be Deductible 


Damage to a car, home, or 
other non-business property may 
qualify as a deduction on Fed- 
eral income tax returns, Jay G. 
Philpott, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, reports. 


Tax deductions may usually 
be taken when the damage to 
non-business property occurs 
from a natural disaster such as 
a fire, flood, storm or hurricane. 
Losses from theft may also be 
deducted. However, losses re- 
sulting from such causes as rust, 
erosion, termites; etc., are not 
deductible. 

Mr. Philpott said the distinc- 
tion between a deductible and 
a non-deductible casualty rests 
on whether the event causing 
the disaster was sudden or un- 
expected. Damage to a home 
from a fire or flood is deduc- 
tible because the event was 
sudden or unexpected whereas 
damage from termites or set- 
tling due to erosion is not de- 
ductible since it occurs over a 
long period of time. 

Mr. Philpott said that on real 
property held for personal use, 
the amount of the loss is either 
the adjusted basis of the prop- 
erty or the decrease in its f: 
market value — whichever 
lower. On personal property, 
the cost or the decrease in fair 
market value, whichever is low- 
er, is the amount of the loss. 
If the loss is covered by in- 
surance, this compensation 
should be subtracted from the 
amount which may be deducted.

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Discontinuance of Miles Corn Milling Plant 


Followed Long Effort to Make It Profitable 


Discontinuance of corn milling at the Gran- 
ite City plant of Miles Laboratories, Inc., effec- 
tive March 31, comes as a shock even though 
developments in the wet milling field were 
known to be causing substantial operating defi- 
cits here. 

Elimination of about 500 jobs is a drastic 
step from any standpoint. The Quad-City area 
is faced with the challenge of replacing them 
with new job opportunities. 

For Miles Laboratories, whose net earnings 
had exceeded $10 million annually since 1968 
and were announced tentatively as $11,950,- 
000 for 1971, the $14 million cost of ending 
its Granite City production will cause a $7 mil- 
lion charge on an after-tax basis. This will slash 
the indicated $2.25 per share earnings to 93 
cents. 

The impact on the stock-buying public was 
such that the action—made final by the singing 
of an agreement with Corn Sweeteners, Inc., 
Thursday night in Miles’ home city of Elkhart, 
Ind.—had to be announced the next morning. 
The information was relayed immediately to the 
employes on duty. 

Corn Sweeteners of Cedar Rapids, Ia., will 
buy certain Miles assets other than the Granite 
City plant and will assume supply contracts ex- 
tending beyond March 31. The lowa firm will 
conduct an engineering and economic study of 
the local plant, its facilities, its product lines 
and future market conditions to determine if 
it is feasible for Corn Sweeteners to operate the 
plant. 

Although it dates back to 1903, the for- 
mer Union Starch & Refining Co, plant was 
modernized periodically and remained competi- 
tive and profitable through the early 1960s. 
‘When new plants were built—more compact, 
efficient and in some ways automated—exten- 
sive work rule changes were sought unsuccess- 
fully by the company. A 208-day strike by em- 
ployes ended in January 1966, and in 1967 
Miles bought out Union Starch. 

Aided by more modern milling facilities 
and more flexible use of workers—one plant 

‘ with similar overall production has only 80 to 
90 hourly employes—other firms became able 
to operate at lower costs and cut their prices 
correspondingly 

Miles instituted a number of changes at the 
Granite City plant and termed the attitude of 
the workers as refreshingly willing to try to re- 
store profitable operations. But losses mounted 
to a reported level of $2 million a year as the 
price of corn products sank lower and lower. 


Although the staff was willing to adapt to 
streamlining goals not all the work rule changes 
Propose in the mid-1960s proved feasible or 
possible, it is believed. The size of the staff of 
maintenance -mechanics, for example, remained 
larger than the total production staffs of some 
competitors. 

The problem was not simple, nor was 
there any single, obvious remedy. ‘We consid- 
ered 40 or more alternatives and tried many 
of them," a Miles representative told the Press- 
Record Friday. é 

Another problem on the horizon was the 
trend toward stricter air quality standards, per- 
haps leading to elimination of coal burning. Con- 
version to oil or gas was thought likely to cost 
$3 million or $4 million, and there was no as- 
surance that gas could be obtained, due to lim- 
its in effect on new industrial gas consumption. 

With no other place to turn, the company 
made the decision to close. 

Quad-Cityans’ contract with Miles Labora- 
tories has been pleasant and there is consider- 
able affection for the firm which elsewhere pro- 
duces Alka-Seltzer and publicizes it with some 
or the tunniest commercials ever made. 

There was as much pain on the faces of 
Miles officials as on those of plant employes 
here Friday morning; never before has the com- 
pany been a party to a shutdown of such mag- 
nitude. It prides itself on, “providing good, sta- 
ble employment.” 

Its willingness to continue Granite City 
production as long as it did is credited to a 
philosophy of concern for the individual—a de- 
sire to “go not only an extra mile, but two or 
three or four." 

The lesson is that, regardless of any other 
factor, there is no substitute for efficient, profit- 
able production if there is to be security for the 
individual employe and for the division or com- 
pany employing him. 

It probably is impossible to convince some 
staff members of a failing enterprise that it 

t achieve a turn-around or close. Even at 
Miles, where fine mutual confidence had devel- 
opend, there were a few who felt that “‘the fig- 
ures were being juggled” and say now that the 
closing itself is merely ‘‘an accquntants’ trick to 
save taxes.” 

We are convinced that the idea of “two 
sets of books” isn't really true anywhere. It 
was a bruising way to learn, but the Miles clos- 
ing seems to make the “handwriting on the 
wall’ clear to everyone: Red ink cannot and 
will not be subsidized for very long by any cor- 
poration in the 1970s. 


Johnson Road Success Has Led fo Problems 


Johnson Road has become very success- 
ful in attracting new restaurants, and with such 
success comes problems, mainly related to traf- 
fic. 

The construction of new buildings, drive- 
ways and parking lots in thé 1500 block of 
Johnson Road*—combined with the proximity to 
the Bellemore, American and Nameoki Village 
shopping centers on Nameoki Road—has led 
to steadily increasing congestion, delays and 
hazards. 

Long-needed signals for Johnson-Nameoki- 
Fehling Road left turns would be a big forward 
step. The difficulty of turning left keeps many 
motorists and autos in the vicinity needlessly, 
clogging it for long periods instead of driving 
through and going on about their business. 

Changes also appear to be ntial along 
Johnson. Road where there are service station, 
Bellemore Village, Ponderosa, McDonald's, Fish 
& Chips and Kentucky Fried Chicken drive- 
ways. 

Action by the city government and Illi- 
nois Division of Highway is urgent; another 
opening is scheduled in several weeks. 


This Week in America’s History--Rising Sentiment for High Tariffs 


1772 — Four Connecticut dele- 
gates to the Continental Con— 
gress were to sign the De 
claration of Independence. 

They were Samuel Hunting- 
ton, Roger Sherman, William 
Williams and Oliver Wolcott. 

Huntington also served as 
president of the Congress, and 
Sherman was to be a delegate to 
the Constitutional Convention of 
1787. 

Both Huntington and Wolcott 
later were elected as governors 
of Connecticut, one succeeding 
the other. 
Huntington was in the 
Continental Congress in 
1776; again in 1779-1791, 
when he was its president; 
and once again in 1783. 
He was elected lieutenant- 
governor of Connecticut in 
1785, and was re-elected as 
governor, serving from 1786 
until his death in 1796, 
Sherman served 23 years, 
from 1765-1788, as judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas in New 
Haven. 

He became a delegate to the 


Continental Congress in 1774 
and continued until 1791, per- 
haps serving longer than any 
other. 

He was one of the committee 
of five to draft the Declaration 
of Independence, and was one 
of the framers of the Articles of 
Confederation in 1777. 

He also was a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention in 
1787. 

Williams, as troubles with the 
British developed, became a 
member of the Connecticut 
Council of Safety, and was 
named as a delegate to the Con- 
tinental Congress in 1775. 

In addition to signing the De- 
claration of Independence, he 
went from house to house to ob- 
tain donations and supplies for 
the Continental army, and ex- 
pended nearly all of his own 
property for that purpose. 

He spent 50 years in the state 
legislature. 

In 1776 Wolcott commanded 
14 Connecticut regiments raised 
to serve with the Continental 
army in New York. 


A delegate to the Continental 
Congress in 1776, he returned to 
military duty after the signa- 
ture of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and was present at 
the Battle of Saratoga in 1777. 

But he was in the Continental 
Congress at intervals until 1783. 

He was elected lieutenant- 
governor of the state, serving 
from 1786 to 1796, and followed 
Huntington as governor from 
1796 until his death the follow- 
ing year, at 71. 

1822 — Sentiment favoring in- 
creased tariff protection for U 
manufacturing and industry be- 
gins to grow. 

A factor in spurring that sen- 
timent was the publication in 
1822 of “Essays on Political 
Economy," by Mathew Carey. 

Born in Ireland in 1760, but a 
publisher and bookseller in Phil- 
adelphia since 1784, he was co- 
founder of the Hibernia Society 
and of the fist Sunday School 
in the United States. 

Higher tariff rates were, in 
fact, introduced in 1824 and still 
higher rates in 1828, with what 


became known as the “tariff of 
abominations,” so widely pro- 
tested as to bring sharp reduc 
tions in 1832, 

1872—The Metropolitan Muse- 
um of Art is opened to the pub- 
lic in New York City, located in 
a rented house at 681 Fifth Ave- 
nue.

I am a former lawyer for 
the Nationalist Chinese govern- 
ment on Taiwan, with degrees 
in political science and law 
from the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley and degrees 
in journalism and law from 
major Chinese universities in 
Shanghai. 

Early in the; 1950s, the 
balance of power in the Pa- 
cific was achieved through 
a dichotomous security ar- 
rangement between China 
and the Soviet Union on the 
one hand and Japan and 
the U. S. on the other. 

Since 1960, however, this 
bipolar situation has gradu- 
ally evolved into a power 
quadrangle as a result of 
the Sino -Soviet split, the 


emergence of Japan as a 
super economic power and 
— more recently — the de- 
termination of the U. S. to 
reduce its military presence 
in Asia. 


Underlying this four-power 
relationship are certain un- 
stable elements which, if 
allowed to develop, could 
upset the balance and 
jeopardize the cause of 
peace. 

While none of the unstable 
elements is likely to cause open 
hostilities in the immediate fu- 
ture, it will be in the best in- 
terest of the U. S. to stabilize 
the four-power balance through 
an international agreement. 

The unstable elements are: 

1. Possible further deteriora- 
tion of Sino-Soviet relations, 
which could result in a war, a 
Sino-American alignment or a 
U.S.-Soviet rapport. 

2. Development of nuclear 
weapons by Japan, which could 
lead to a Sino-Soviet realign- 
ment. 

3. Continued American dis- 
crimination against Japan in 
trade and diplomacy, which 
could force Japan to seek closer 
relations with the Chinese or 
Soviets. 

4. Failure to settle the Taiwan 
issue, which could compel Pe- 
king to take the island by force 
and thus create the danger of 
a regional war involving the 
U. S, and Japan. 


Peking Notebook--Chou Formidable

Peking — During his visit to 
Peking, President Nixon will 
have some talks with Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, but any real ne- 
gotiating will most likely be 
done with Premier Chou En-lai. 

Much has been written and 
said about the man who has 
been China’s prime minister 
since the Communists declared 
the People’s Republic in 1949. 

Chou En-lai has been de- 
scribed as educated, enlight- 
ened, well-traveled, moder- 
ate in his political views, 
energetic, charming and, at 
73, in surprisingly good 
health and spirits. 

He has also been called 
wily and uncompromising, a 
difficult man to negotiate 
with. 

Anyone who has ever met 
Chou En-lai will no doubt 
agree that each description 
fits the man. 

There have been repeated 
rumors in the world outside of 
China that it is Chou En-lai— 
and not really Mao Tse-tung— 
who holds the power in Peking 
and who rules the country. 

This is making a rather com- 
plex situation too simple. 

There can be no doubt that 
Mao Tse-tung is the chairman, 
particularly where ideology and 
domestic policy are concerned. 

At the same time, there can 
be no doubt that Chou En-lai 
holds a position of enormous 
power, which he seems to ex- 
ercise wisely and cautiously— 
or how else could he have sur- 
vived the many ups and downs 
in the brief history of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic? 

Chou En-lai seems to have 
little personal ambition, and 
less ambition to succeed the 
chairman or replace him. 

He appears to be content 
in his No. 3 or 4 position— 
depending on the circum- 
stances—which he has man- 


aged to keep for himseif so 

long. 

Chou appears to be sincerely 
interested in doing what he con- 
siders good for his country and 
in elevating China to what he 
believes is its proper’ position in 
the world. 

China’s foreign policy bears 
his distinct signature. 

Of the Chinese Communist 
leaders, it is Chou who has 
traveled abroad to charm —or 
berate—friend and foe 

There is little doubt that it 
was Chou En-lai who pushed for 
border negotiations with the 
Soviet Union little more than 
two years ago. 

In Peking, Chou is the 
man to welcome foreign 
leaders and meet with for- 
eign visitors. 

He is the one who gives— 
however rare—interviews to 
foreign newsmen, 

Obviously, some of his con- 
tacts with foreign visitors are 
decreed by protocol. 

But there are numerous occa- 
sions on which he could be re- 
placed by another man of: the 
Chinese leadership. 

However, he obviously wants 
to keep the reins of China’s for- 
eign policy firmly in his own 
hands. 

Furthermore, Chou En-lai is 
determined to use all his talents 
to further China’s position in the 
world. 

One of his most useful gifts 


President Nixon has the 
option of exploring with 
Communist Chinese leaders 
formation of a “collective” 
peace pact. 

Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai advocated such an ar- 
rangement as early as 1955. 
Subsequently, it received the 
endorsement of Japanese 
Premier Tanzan Ishibashi. 
The subject was mentioned 

again in an interview with the 
Chinese premier by the New 
York Times’ James Reston last 
August. 

However, Chou preferred to 
discuss the matter directly with 
President Nixon this month. 

From the Communist Chinese 
view, a quadrilateral. security 
pact could reduce the danger of 
war with the Soviet Union, in- 
sure against the revival of 
Japanese militarism, terminate 
the state of war with Japan and 
relax the tension between China 
and the U. S. through a ne- 
gotiated settlement of the Tai- 
wan issue. 

The U, S. has nothing to gain 
but much to lose in a war in- 
volving China and other powers, 

In this sense, Chou’s idea may 
deserve consideration. However, 
acceptance of Chou’s idea would 
probably obligate the U. S. to 
revise its present security struc- 
ture in the Pacific region, 

Therefore, President Nixon 
must weigh carefully the pos- 
sible gains against the possible 
losses.

Nor is’ Percy’s support 
from union ranks likely to 
cost him many defections 
from traditional GOP vot- 
ers.

Pucinski’s stand may aid him 
in some areas in Illinois and 
Chicago, but it will undoubtedly 
cost him in another political

statewide candidate must run 
strong. Chicago's huge black 
‘voting bloc, more politically 
conscious in 1972 than ever be- 
fore, may well desert the party 
in large numbers in the Senate 
race, 

This black opposition to Pu- 
cinski is credited in large 
measure with his failure to win 
the UAW endorsement that went 
to Percy. 

Pucinski’s Chicago and black 
problems will have the addi- 
tional effect of delaying his big 
push Downstate, 

Although well-known in Chi- 
cago, he is a virtual political 
nonentity Downstate and is ex- 
pected to require'a big selling 
job if he is to make any show- 
ing at all against Percy, whose 
name is a household word in 
this, area. 

In 1966, Percy carried 93 
of 101 Downstate counties 
and rolled up a plurality of 
337,828 votes over Incum- 
bent Paul H. Douglas, who 
had been elected to three 
previous terms. - 

Pucinski’s supporters 
claim he is one of the best 
campalj in the history 
of Illinois politics and that 
once he gets rolling will 
take Downstate by storm, It 
will take some doing. 

There are indications that 
neither Pucinski nor Percy 
wants to make busing a major 
campaign issue. 

Pucinski, who has a “decent 
civil rights record,” doesn’t 
to be labeled a racist. 
Percy, aware from his own ‘poll 
that he is on the “wrong side” 
of the busing issue in terms of 
public attitude, doesn’t want it 
highly publicized. 

Pucinski claims his anti-bus- 
ing position was the sole reason 
the UAW endorsed Percy. 

The UAW’s 1971 Congression-

The AFL-CIO list on both men, 
covering their entire. tenure in 
Congress, has Pucinski with a 
96.49% record and Percy with a 
73.8% mark,

corn oil and cattle feed from 
corn milling byproducts. 

In addition, caramel, food 
coloring, food flavor srystals, 
oil cake meal and gluten meal 
were later made by the com- 
pany. 

The process by which starch 
is removed from corn is called 
“wet milling,” the separation of 
germ, gluten, hulls and starch 
by soaking corn in chemically 
treated water. 

The 80% content of starch in 
a grain of corn makes the Corn 
Belt area of the Midwest the 
primary area of the corn refin- 
ing industry. 

Corn is used for myriad pur- 
poses, including manufacture of 
yeast, beer, explosives, confec- 
tions, paper, textiles, fireworks, 
jellies, leather tanning, baking 
powders, dietetic foods, rayon, 
vinegar and synthetic textiles. 

Union Starch made several 
innovations at the Granite City 
plant, including opening of a 
caramel department, installing 
of new water softening, power, 
washing and dryer facilities, 
and building of a gluten meal 
elevator. 

Busy Despite Depression 

During the depression years 
of the 1930s, while other indus- 
tries were faltering, production 
at Union Starch remained 
fairly constant. 

During one period, from April 
1933, the company operated on 
a seven-day weekly schedule, 
illing orders for corn sugar 
and glucose. 

The company began a mod- 
ernization program in 1937, 
when a new boiler unit was in- 
stalled at a cost of $90,000 to 
replace two old boilers, and a 
$25,000 boiler house was built.

Another new boiler unit with 
power generator and motors 
was installed in 1939 at a cost 
of $75,000 and, in continued, ex- 
pansion, a new refining building 
was constructed in the 1960s. 

Employment at the company, 
which totaled 350 in 1939, rose 
to 650 in 1946 after World War 
Il and remained at a 550 to 
650 range for many years. 

A shortage in the supply of 
corn several times interrupted 
production in 1946, but the end 
of the wartime drain on agri- 
cultural production insured corn 
supplies. 

International Scope 

Operations were expanded to 
an international scale through 
building of plants in Cebu City, 
Philippines; Mexico City, Mexi- 
co; Baranquilla and Medellin, 
Columbia;and Lima, Peru. 

A tinge of internationalism at 
the Granite City plant was a 
Danish process of making corn 
syrup, for which the refining 
building was constructed 

Union Starch in 1952 spent 
nearly $1,000,000 in remodeling 
and re-equipping a three-story 
brick building for renewal of 
dry starch’ production. 

Dry starch, used principally 
by food processors and textile 
and paper industries, had not 
been made by Union Starch at 
the Granite City plant but had 
been made at Edinburgh. 

Union Starch plant man- 
agers here included P. R. 
King, 1922-45; Harry W. 
Curry, 1945-49; William San- 
del, 1949-50; A. J. Snapp, 
1950-57; and John McBride, 
vice-president and general 
manager from 1957 into the 
1960s.

Levee District Budget to 
Hit All-Time Record High 


A 1972 appropriation bill that 
is expected to hit an all-time 
record high if a proposed 
amendment is approved was 
adopted by the East Side Levee 
and Sanitary District board of 
trustees Friday. 

Passage of the budget, de- 
layed since early January by a 
series of political maneuvers, 
was voted during a hectic two 
hours which involved two sepa- 
rate meetings and an executive 
session from which the board 
tried unsuccessfuly to exclude 
the press. 

Morris Campbell of East St. 
Louis, a former trustee whose 
seat on the board was declared 
forfeited after -he was con- 
victed last month of the theft 
of district funds and sentenced 
to one to twd years imprison- 
ment, sat through the meetings 
at the insistence of Trustee 
Lawrence Tolar who frequently 
halted the proceedings by loud 
yelling. 

While Campbell answered roll 
call on the budget and other 
board issues over the objection 
of Board President William 
“Mike’ Ebersoldt of Venice, he 
voted “present” in each case. 
Ebersoldt said later Campbell’s 
vote was not recognized and 
that he considered himself, To- 
lar and James Pirtle, a trustee 
appointed by Governor Richard 
Ogilvie a week ago, as the only 
trustees legally qualified to 
vote on board matters. 
Approve Payroll 

The first meeting which be- 
gan at 10 a.m, was a special 
session for approval of the 
budget. It was followed by a 
regular meeting in which the 
board also approved a $32,050 
payroll that was due Feb. 10. 
Levee district employes were 


paid Friday immediately after 
the meeting. 3 

The budget and appropriation 
measure, adopted after an hour 
of haggling over Campbell's 
ouster from his board seat and 
the subsequent appointment of 
Pirtle, an East St. Louis busi- 
nessman, sets up total expendi- 
tures of $1,404,150 from the 
general fund.and three separate 
accounts. 

It includes $1,296,150 in the 
general fund, $75,000 for mu- 
nicipal retirement, $20,000 for 
auditing and $13,000 for liability 
insurance. 

The total is $94,625 less than 
the $1,498,775 appropriated for 
the general fund and three spe- 
cial accounts last year, but this 
reduction is certain to be wiped 
out when the board meets 
again tomorrow. 

Friday's approval of the 
budget bill was voted subject to 
an amendment to include an 
appropriation of $140,000 for 
payment of fees to election 
judges who served in a special 
levee board election ordered by 
Governor Ogilvie last year. 

Suggest Change 

During Friday’s discussion of 
the budget, John Henne, execu- 
tive secretary of the St. Clair 
County Taxpayers Association, 
pointed out that the budget 
failed to include, the $140,000 
appropriation set up in the 1971 
budget to pay the election 
costs. Bert H. Allison, auditor 
for the levee district, agreed 
with Henne and said the item 
should be inserted. 

As a result, the total budget 
could rise to $1,544,150 if the 
full $140,000 apropriated last 
year is inserted in the new 
budget. Action on the amend- 
ment is expected in a recessed 
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Area Mayors to Host 
Commission Hearing 


A hearing of the Municipal 
Problems Commission of the 
Illinois legislature will be held 
in conjunction with the Febru- 
ary meeting of the Southwest- 
ern Illinois Conference of May- 
ors Wednesday night at the Sun- 
set Hill Holiday Inn.
